A glance at the field of our working, a word only of what is 
done, of what remains to be done. 

Of all peoples under the sun we are among the least patient 
of rest, the most exacting of constant progress in the individual as 
in the social order. 

In material development we have set the pace for the nations 
of earth. 

Our late bold advance into the field of world politics has con¬ 
centrated upon us the watchful eyes of the powers. 

In matters aesthetic there is a general awakening of our peo¬ 
ple, in the dawn of the century which is probably destined to bring 
our highest achievement in “the humanities—the highest and most 
harmonious culture of all the human faculties and powers.” 

Already a sturdy infant in the arts, we are giving promise of a 
growth which may equal the stature of our other greatness. 

In Architecture, and more especially in the field of Monu¬ 
mental Architecture, we have moved forward with the stride of a 
young giant. 

The whole country is feeling this movement. When one 
hears of Seattle engaged in the study of comprehensive city¬ 
building, of Cleveland submitting her municipal improvements to 
the censorship of experts who are not her citizens, not even of her 
state, when one sees the great cities of the East engrossed in the 
question of how to make themselves beautiful, one realizes a new 
influence abroad in the land. 

In illustrations of an important phase of this development 
we are able to present in this catalogue as many as fifty pages of 
drawings of recent Governmental Architecture, including a number 
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of designs, for the more important public buildings now in course 
of erection, chosen in competitions held under the provisions of 
the “ Tarsney Act.” 

The quality of this work surely marks a high standard of 
excellence, and evidences the spread of sound education in 
Architecture. 

The greatly increased facilities now afforded the student of 
Architecture in this country have grown out of the broadening 
interest of the whole people in our art. 

The founding of scholarships for foreign travel and study has 
kept pace with the growth of the schools. The Washington 
Architectural Club has felt the importance of this phase of an Archi¬ 
tects' education, and it is now the Club's good fortune to be able 
to announce the creation of a Traveling Scholarship which will en¬ 
able one of its member's to study in Europe for a time each year. 

The winner of the Scholarship will be determined by the 
award of a Jury of Architects on the results of competition in a 
series of four problems whose scheme is set forth in the Club's 
Year Book for 1903-1904. 

On a subject which deeply interests our Architects and Archi¬ 
tectural Societies, our art-clubs and lovers of art as it should, in 
the larger sense, all lovers of country—that of congressional action 
on the plans of the Park Commission for the arrangement of pub¬ 
lic buildings and grounds in the City of Washington—we may say 
that, whatever may be the fate of the scheme in detail, there is 
growing assurance that its essential principle, the adoption of a 
comprehensive plan for such improvements, is likely to prevail. 

Recent debate in Congress has indicated that this hope of the 
intelligent people of the United States of a beautiful future for 
their capital city may in time be realized. 

We present to the public this catalogue of our Fourth Annual 
Exhibition as earnest of our continued endeavor, however modest, 
for the advancement of Architecture.
